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7,  Circumstances  of  the  Anti-British  Movement  (2) 


The  anti-British  movement,  which  was  initiated  by  the  issue  of  the 
refusal  of  the  authorities  of  the  British  Concession  in  Tientsin  to  hand  over 
the  anti-Japanese  terrorists,  spread  like  wild-fire  throughout  the  whole 
country,  and  with  the  Japanese-British  parley  at  hand  in  Tokyo,  these  move¬ 
ments  have  been  suddenly  intensified  on  a  national  scale.  Reflecting  the 
trend  of  publio  opinion,  self-governing  bodies,  the  Military  Reservists 
Association  and  other  ('roups,  to  say  nothing  of  the  nationalists’  camp,  are 
over-excited  and  unified  in  the  widespread  national  anti -British  movements. 

As  written  in  a  separate  paragraph,  such  popular  activities  as  speeches,  lec¬ 
tures  and  citizens'  rallies,  as  well  as  anti-British  demonstrations,  street 
marohin;  and  signed  petitions,  have  become  widespread.  In  particular,  the 
people's  anti -British  rallies  in  this  month  are  truly  as  many  as  378  (with 
about  860,000  participants),  while  those  who  have  participated  in  street 
demonstrations  number  more  than  400,000, 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  movements  are  the  product  of  the 
natural  sentiments  of  the  people,  such  a  control  policy  has  been  taken  as 
to  permit  them  insofar  os  thoy  are  a  natural  reflection  of  the  public  opinion, 
unless  they  should  eo  so  far  as  to  be  violent  or  to  blemish  the  magcaminity 
of  a  great  nation. 
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
